Project Location (include county): The project to be completed is in the Island Mountain area within the Eel River
watershed, approximately 3.9 miles south of the town of Island Mountain, County of Mendocino, State of California.
The project is in Section 06, T24N, R14W, Mount Diablo Base and Meridian; in the Updegraff Ridge U.S.
Geological Survey 7.5-minute quadrangle; Assessor’s Parcel Number 031-010-19-01; latitude 39.970090 N and
longitude 123.475094 W at the parcel center.

Project Description: The California Department of Fish and Wildlife has executed Lake and Streambed Alteration
Agreement number EPIMS-MEN-22875-R1C, pursuant to Section 1602 of the Fish and Game Code to Mr. Cassady
Mandzik.

The project is limited to nine encroachments. Three encroachments are to remediate for unpermitted water
diversions and will included removal of any remaining infrastructure. The other six encroachments are to upgrade
or decommission existing stream crossings. Work will include some or all the following: excavation, culvert
removal, culvert replacement, backfilling, and compaction of fill, recontouring stream bed and banks, and rock
armoring as necessary to minimize erosion.
